WRITES 


Interesting Notes From tlie Medical Offi- 


cer of the U. S. S. "Keiolnto" 


The following extracts from a letter 


written by P. A.- Surgeon A. W. Dun- 
bar. TJ. S. N., now at Havana, to his 
parents. Chaplain G. W. Dunbar, U. S 
A.; (retired,) and wife, of this city, wil 
be "of interest to many: 
: ' 
: . 


TJ. S. S. Resolute, Havana, Cuba, Jan 


2, 1899—New Year's Day was full of in 
terest to us here. Exactly at the noon 
hour came down the Spanish, flag after 
four years of occupancy, and was saluted 
by the guns of our fleet. Ten minutes 
latet up went our flag, which was salut 
ed in like manner. I then went with 
the commander of the ship to call on 
General Brooke, and while there he helc 
a review of the U. S. troops, who lookec 
well in their tropical uniforms.- They 
were all volunteers so far as I saw. The 
reception from the natives-, was not en- 
thusiastic, on account of the Cuban 
army not being allowed in the city; 


I have met a. number of-promi- 


nent 
Cubans 
and all are opposed 


to the domination of the United States: 
I think that everyone here is beginning 
t:> realize the magnitude of the task that 
we as a nation have assumed. The city 
is extremely dirty, sanitary . plumbing 
being unknown, except in. some inodern 
buildings. 
The.property that' falls to 


the navy is about the worst in. town. 
The navy yard is situated between a 
yellow fever hospital and a slaughter 
house, and has an open sewer within its 
bounds. Fortunately for us it ii winter, 
and before summer conies, the garrison 
will probably be composed of immunes. 


The climate is delightful at present. 


Aiorther is blowing now, and the tern 
perature is about 60 degrees. 
We are 


moored only a few yards from the wreck 
of the Maine, and it seems wonderful 
that any should have' escaped from the 
effects of such an explosion. . .
